For some, being in the military is a difficult task. For their families, it is even more difficult. Families can go 


a year at a time without seeing their family member and can go weeks without speaking to them. Military families 
have to live with a constant feeling of worry that something might happen to their loved one. Likewise, military 
service men and women worry that something might happen to their family members. 

Batesville High School teacher Dawn Campbell serves in the military, has been all over the country for 
training, and has been deployed to Bosnia and Kuwait. Campbell has been in the military for twenty years. After 
three years of teaching, Campbell wanted to do something more challenging.

During Campbell's recent deployment to Kuwait in the split years of 2012 
and 2013, Campbell was able to speak with her family more. 

Campbell said, “This most recent deployment, sometimes too 
often. In Kuwait, there was an eight-hour time difference. | am still having 
hard times with my sleeping patterns.” 

Children of military members also struggle with the communication 
aspect of deployment. 

Sophomore Nikki Elkins said, “| got to talk to my dad once every 
two to three weeks, it depended if he was on a mission.” Elkins’ dad is in 
the army and has been deployed four times, fighting overseas in Baghdad, 
Afghanistan, Kabul, and Pakistan. Elkins said, “It was hard when my dad 
was gone, because my mom had to do everything.” 

Freshman Lexi Scott's dad is in the Air Force. He has been 
deployed twice, fighting in Saudi Arabia and the United Arab Emirates. He is currently in the UAE (United Arab 
Emirates), and Scott gets to FaceTime him once every few weeks. 

Although having a family member in the military or actually serving in the military is tough, it also has its 
perks. Elkins has sat courtside during the warm-ups of a Pacers game and got to meet point guard, George Hill. 
Scott was able to go to a camp in Terra Haute, Indiana, and Campbell got to meet NASCAR drivers, Joey Lagano 
and Ricky Stenhouse Jr. 

For military families, nothing beats the moment to when you are reunited with your loved one. 

Scott said, “| was really excited when my dad came home because he surprised us. My mom picked him up from 
the airport and brought him to my religion class. | started crying because | was so excited that he was home.”

hroughout this past school year, students have noticed that the cafeteria is not the same. The 
Healthy Hunger-Free Kids Act has been put into effect in the cafeteria this past 2014-2015 school year. This 
act's main goal has been to improve the nutrition in the cafeteria for students across the nation. This has af- 
fected almost every food-related part of the school system. 

Cafeteria manager Jenny Meyer controls what happens inside the cafeteria. Planning the menu 
month-by-month, Meyer works hard to follow the guidelines. According to Meyer, some of the most chal- 
lenging things have risen from the new regulations. “We have to have a green every day, fruit once a day. It 
should be harder next year because we might have to start watching sodium,” Meyer said. Counting calo- 
ries, Meyer and the cafeteria staff have to count every calorie and make sure every single one gets counted, 
which is why it’s necessary for students to have to take one fruit or vegetable everyday. Meyer keeps a 


production sheet of exactly what they serve west es for the goverment regulators. “Even how many condi- 
ments | serve. It’s easier to measure with the packets. 


We probably are going to have to switch to packets u 

because with the pumps they waste a lot of what they We have to have a 
get, and the packets and cups are easier to record,” 

Meyer said. These health regulations aren’t something green every day, a 
the cafeteria staff has just decided to do; it's required ‘ ” 
by the law. Even Meyer has her feelings towards them. fruit every a day. 
“Since they have to take a fruit or vegetable they don’t 

want; in a way they're teaching kids how to waste. And -Cafeteria Manager Jenny Meyer 

to me that shouldn't be how it is. The difference is with 

the generations; in my generation we ate what we took, but now you have to take it whether you eat it or 
not,” Meyer said. 

The act has affected bake sales as well. Alice McCloud’s class cookie sales has always been a favorite 
with the students. Prepared by the kids themselves, the money brought in from the cookies goes towards 
their activities. Due to the health guidelines, thecookie sales have taken a toll as well. In previous years, they 
sold three chocolate chip cookies per bag for one dollar. This year, they sell 2 chocolate chip cookies per bag 
for fifty cents to meet the act's guidelines. “We had been making about thirteen batches of cookies, which 

ere selling out. They would bring in about $100 and sell out out within twenty minutes,” teacher Alice Mc- 


Cloud said. Because of the change, the cookie recipe had to completely change. 
“I spent most of the summer finding a cookie that would fit most of the regula- 
tions. | couldn't find anything. Not even from health websites, Weight Watch- 
ers, nothing would fit through the regulations. In September | started replacing 
things that would get all of the fat counts down and the calories down, replac- 
ing some of the Crisco with applesauce, using whole wheat flour, less choco- 
late chips since they have a lot of fat,” McCloud said.” The new and improved 
cookie hasn't been a big hit as it once was. Instead of the cookies selling out 
within twenty minutes, it takes the whole day to sell all the cookies. “I think the 
kids like them; they’ve given us good feedback. It’s just not that good chocolate 
chip cookie that they're used to,” McCloud said. 

The students have not taken these new regulations with good spirits. 
Junior Josie Day eats the school lunch every day, but she feels like she hasn‘t 
benefited from the new regulations. “| feel like | eat less because there's not 
a lot of things to choose from. I’m more hungry,” Day said. Even though Day 
feels like the regulations have a positive outcome, she doesn’t believe kids like 
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it. “If we had the option to drive somewhere for lunch, 

no one would eat here,” Day said. Freshman Sam Wade 
doesn’t have good spirits towards the new regulations as 
well. Wade misses the variety in the lunches. Coming last 
year from the middle school, Wade missés the food there. 
“| miss the different varities they had. | remember they had 
the Thanksgiving dinner with those mashed potatoes, oh, 
gosh. They had a burrito bar too,” Wade said. 

Even though the regulations affect the regular 
school lunch, they have affected the al la cart line as well. 
The cafeteria staff had to take out popular food items like 
snack mix and nachos because the items did not meet the 
requirements. Sophomore Emily Gutzwiller misses the Or- 
chard fruit snacks and the snack mix most. “They were the 
gummiest things | have ever eaten, and the snack mix was 
just delectable,” Gutzwiller said. The regulations don’t have 
much of an effect on Gutzwiller, since she packs her lunch 
everyday. “I’m lazy, so it's a lot of work, but | can decide for 
myself what | want to eat.” Sophomore Kylie Lehman is a 
fan of packing her own lunch. “I get to choose what | want 
to eat. Plus you can always bring a ton of food and eat your 
heart out,” Lehman said. 

These new health regulations have been a challenge 
on the students, but also the cafeteria staff and bake sales. 
This change, however difficult, has increased the opportu- 
nites for students to eat healthful foods.

ne of the most popular clubs at Batesville High School is FFA, but many students think that they 
do little more than drive tractors and wear overalls — which is far from the truth. Unlike most clubs, these 
kids work year-round on their “projects;” whether they're growing veggies, raising the best looking rab- 


bits, or getting the beefiest cattle, these students never stop working. 

Some of the lesser known activities the FFA participates in are contests and shows, displaying 
their best prize-winning projects in the hope of winning big prizes. Group advisor Cassie Wallpe said, 
“Who's my star? Well, me! Oh, and my prize sheep, McKinley.” And it’s true! The owners must do their 
best to present their animals if they want to win. In fact, an entire category that entrants can be judged 
on is devoted to how well they do just that. 

Though they're fun for all those involved, contests are also a lot of work. Just this year, one for- 
estry, two crops, and two etymology teams all moved on to state levels for their competitions. Not only 
that, but junior Kent Siefert and sophomore Nathan Nobbe won District Proficiency Awards, Siefert tak- 
ing the prize for swine production and Nobbe for agriculture mechanics and repair. The awards aren't 
just handed out though; it took the students all year to study, practice, breed, and raise their entries to 
perfection. The FFA even has the honor of sending one of their teams to the National competition in 
October, a first for Batesville High School, after ranking ninth in the state competition. 

Though the shows are great ways to meet other students interested in the same things, and 
they can be incredibly fun, they also come with some difficulties, depending on what contests they are 
entering. Siefert said, “We don’t have a trailer or big enough truck to move the hogs, so we always bor- 
row a friend’s.” While that doesn’t seem to be a problem, they can’t always be sure their friends won't 
be using it that day, meaning that they can rarely be entirely sure they'll even make it to that contest, 
which can be incredibly nerve-wracking. 

Still, there are some pretty sweet rewards for those who can make it to the shows and take 
home the wins. From $500 for Siefert’s best hog, to $800 for Doll’s best rabbit, and even $1,900 for 
sophomore Annie Schoetmer’s best steer, there are cash prizes galore. And these are just the minor 
leagues; more impressive prizes wait in the professional competitions, where Wallpe made $12,000 for 
her Champion Lamb.

Students often worry about what 
their peers think of them; in their 
minds, asking someone for advice 
can be an equivalent to admitting 
they aren't as good as the other 
students are. The tutors beg to 
differ. Senior Kegan Main of the 
Writing Center said, “| think they’re 
concerned they might be judged or 
people will look at them differently 
because of their ability. The biggest 
thing to keep in mind is that, at 
some point, none of us were good 
at writing. Even the best writers, if 
you look back — their papers are not 
that good. It’s important to see that 
all of us have been there. We aren't 
here to judge you; we’re here to 
help you.” Agreeing that these fears 
are completely misguided, teacher 
Donna Hoeing said, “| think it’s a 


fear that has no truth to it. The per- 
sonalities we have in the Centers are 
way beyond caring. If | didn’t think 
they were, they wouldn't be there.” 
In the end, it's obvious 
that the Student Centers are there 
for exactly the reason one would 
expect: helping the students! The 
tutors that work there are kind and 
compassionate, and any fears about 
being judged for one’s work are in 
vain. All of these upperclassmen are 
ready and willing to help out anyone 
who may need it; all they have to do 
is take the first step and ask. 
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usic plays in the background of the art room, the instrumental to Adele’s “Set Fire to the Rain.” Kids are 
talking amongst each other as they work on their masterpieces.

Students were surprised by his upbeat and friendly attitude; Bramblitt constantly made jokes or told 
stories to keep everyone laughing. He talked about his family and his life at home, including his son. “When my 
son was born, | can say that I’m probably the first visually impaired person to feel my son’s face, and know what he 
looks like. Six years later my sense of touch is even better, and | wish | could go back in time and refeel everything 
like | can now." 

Everyone at the high school seemed to enjoy his visit, whether it was kids talking to him during lunch, art 
students discussing techniques he used, and even teachers stopping by the art room to visit. The two days Bram- 
blitt spent visiting are definitely going to be remembered for years to come.
